Phief Swenle Has the Narrowest Escape of His Life—Some of the Wounded Will Probably Dle— 
Detonation Wrecks Glass and Buildings Within a Mile Radins—Hnndreds of Freight and 
Passétiger Cars Imperiled—Thousands of People View the Spectacular Blaze—Drag the 
River All Night for Possible Victims, 


SWEETHEART, SISTER, AND WIFE SEE LOVED ONES DIE.

Three flremen one of them was to have been married next month—met instant 
and awful death while fighting fire in the Northwestern grain elevator, Grand ave- 
nue and the river, last night. 

Thirty-three of their comrades were injured, among them Chief Swenie, and 
Marshal Musham. Some of them will die. That others were not instantly killed 
isa marvel. Seven other persons, young and old, w ere also injured. 

Death came to the men at their posts of duty by a terrific explosion of grain dust, 
which blew out the walls of the mammoth building, burying them under a hail of white 

hot brick and metal. 

Until 2 a. m. the men of the Yosemite were at work dragging the river, it being 
thought possible some one had been blown into it from the shore or bridge.

On the Grand avenue viaduct and its approaches at the time of the fire were 
hundreds of women and children. Among them were the wife and the sister of one 
of the men—Jacob S. Straman—who went to death, and the betrothed wife of another 
. J. Coogan. All three of these stood there watching with straining eyes through 
it all, heard the crash of the explosion, and saw the falling of the. walls upon the 
forms of the brave men, though they were spared for the moment the actual knowl- 
edge of the terrible fact of death. eo 

The betrothed wife of Fireman Coogan was Miss Anna Quinlan, who lives in 
the neighborhood. She hastened on the first alarm to the Grand avenue viaduct, 
where she could watch the firemen. She knew Coogan was due there. As the live 
ly young fellow helped run out the line he observed Miss Quinlan on the viaduct 
above and jovially exchanged a few words with her. She bade him take care of 
himself, and Coogan responded with a wave of his hands. 
Ten minutes later Coogan was wrapped in death. Miss Quinlan was still 
standing on the viaduct when the explosion took place and the walls fell. She 
could not see the exact place where Coogan was at work, but pressed by anxiety she 
hurried!y made inquiries after his welfare.. Soon the fatal word was passed along 
that Coogan was among the lost. Miss Quinlan became frantic and had to be taken 
Sway by friends. 

Straman’s wife and sister were standing on the viaduct at the moment 
the explosion occurred it was not until members of Company 3 (Straman’s company) 
retreated to the bridge some minutes later that the women learned the news of his 
death. tenant Michael Noon was first to notice Starman’s relatives, and he 

to inform them of the accident. Fearing the news of her husband’s death 
would prove to Severe a shock to Mrs. Straman, the Lieutenant said Straman was 
only injured, He persuaded the wife to go home. Straman's sister, however, re- 
fused to leave until she heard the truth. Then, on hearing this, the young girl 
‘Swooned, and in an instant had fallen, and, slipping from the edge of the viaduct, 
went down some ten feet to a pile of lumber standing near the bridge. Friends 

to the reseue and foud the girl was only stunned. 
The loss on the elevator, its contents, and adjacent buildings is $275,000.

fire is the most dangerous of all fires because 
of the explosive tendency of the grain dust, 
Grubb started out on a journey of explora- 
tion. 

The smoke, noxious and fraught with the 
possibilities of instant’ death, hung heavily 
in the dryer. Around this dryer was an iron 
spiral staircase leading to the bin floor a 
hundred feet above. Up this staircase Grubb 
stumbled and ran. He could see no fire, but 
the smoke told of its presence, and he hur-

Then began his flight for safety. Head- 
long, pell-mell, Grubb started on his down- 
ward journey. He jumped three steps ata 
time, stumbled, and let himself slide. Half- 
way down he collided with Fireman Wiiliam 
Franklin and Night Watchman William 
Rankin. 
He yelled to them to flee for their lives 
that the bin floor was about to go.“ Frank- 
lin and Rankin knew what that meant. 
They needed no second warning. 

Rush for Their Lives. 
Then the three men raced for their lives. 
They reached the grain floors and fled into 
the engine-room. Grubb stopped long 
enough to open the steam valves on the boil- 
ers. He sprang to the outside and was none 
too soon. The three men, struggling for 
their wind, looked upward. The cupola and 
upper part of the building was a mass of 
flames. : 
Even while the-men were in the building 
fleeing for safety the scene on the outside 
had greatly changed. Men were yelling and 
screaming, for the fire meant danger to 
many lives and much property.

of the Chicago River was surrounded on the 
west side for blocks by hundreds of loaded 
and empty freight and passenger cars. 
These cars ran alongside the freighthouses 
and the buildings given up to the office work 
of the freight department. A spread of the 
fire insured the destruction of these. 


Danger to Cars and Houses. 

Again to the west of the freight cars were 
hundreds of buildings used for manufactur- 
ing and residence purposes. If these were 
ignited it might mean the sweeping of the 
northwest portion of the city, for a strong 
wind was blowing from the east. 

The railroad men were shouting orders 
and the shrill Whistle of the locomotives

Added to all this came the rattle of the 
firé wagons as they bumped their way over 
the labyrinth of tracks, the clang of gongs, 
and the rush of the firemen. 

Fire Marshal Anderson of the Fifth Bat- 
talion, stationed at Milwaukee and Chicago 
aventies, was the first Assistant Chief to 
arrive. Anderson saw the volume of smoke 
blocks away. His buggy ran across the 
viaduct. Anderson did not get out of it 
until he stopped at the box, when he sounded 
a 4-11 alarm. He had seen all he wanted of 
the fire from the bridge. He knew there was 
hard work before him and his men, and that 
it would require half the department before 
that torrent of flame still shrouded in the pall 
of smoke should have worked itself out. 


Coming of the Multitude. 

Even before the avalanche of fire appara- 
tus commenced to congregate the people 
began to arrive. It was the hour when 
thousands of people were going home to the 
North Side from their work in the city. 
They scon converted the thoroughfares ex- 
tending east from the scene of the confia- 
gration into the aisles of a vast amphi- 
theater, where thousands upon thousands 
stood to gaze at the spectacle. As the fire 
progressed the crowds increased, and they 
were densest in Illinois street. 

For half an hour or more when the fire 
was at its height the streets crossing IIII- 
nois street were so badly blockaded ut that 
point it was almost impossible to get 
through. 

Like a Wall of Flame. 

The fire lay directly across the line of.the 
street at its western end and seemed like 
a wall of flame. Now the full outline of 
the building could be seen; now the flames 
wrapped all in, their folds; later sections 
of the roof and wall were seen tottering, 
falling, crashing into the caldron of flames 
and sending showers of flaming coals and 
embers in the air. 

As far east as the lake people stood in 
Uunois street and craned their necks to 
get a glimpse over the shoulders of those in 
front of them, shading their eyes against 
the sun that shone full in their faces, but 
that for the time being paled before the 
brilliant spectacle that closed the vista of 
the street. 

Through the street barricades of sight- 
The 


4-11 brought Swenie, Musham, and a balf- 
dozen other Fire Marshals. It brought a 
score of engines and six trucks. The fire- 
boat Yosemite was also due on the first 
alarm. The second had summoned the Fire 
Queen. 

Chief Swenle and Marshal Musham ar- 
rived almost simultaneously. They found 
Anderson doing all he could. The fire was 
still confined to the upper part of the build- 
ing. Tongues of flame and fire swept fifty 


feet upward. Swenie congratulated himself . 


that the Possibilities of a grain explosion 
had been minimized. It looked as if the roof 


had been burned _ and that the dust

busily executing the orders of his chief. 

These orders were brief: Get all the 
engines possible along the river side.“ With- 
in ten minutes there were eleven of them in 
a row. Nine streams were ranged alongside 
the buliding on the west side. 


Battle Forces Deployed. 

About thirty feet from the elevator was 
the branch of the Jung Brewing company, 
a long, low building used for freight pur- 
poses. Engine Company No. 27 ran a line 
to the top of the Jung building. The Cap- 
tain, Lieutenant, and six men were there. 
Company No. 3 was on the ground not far 
from them. Other companies were lined 
up by the side of No. 3. 

Explosion of Grain Dust. 

Then came a roar from the center of the 
furnace. The mammoth structure was torn 
asunder, and a fiery hail of iron, brick, wood, 
and tons of grain fell upon the firemen. 

The dreaded thing had taken place, a thing 
to be as much feared as an explosion of dy- 
namite—an explosion of grain dust. It 
found the firemen unprepared—left them de- 
moralized, stricken down, helpless for a 


time.

lists also contain assessed valuations for incorporated companies, national banks, stock 
companies, and estates in the South Town. 

In the personal property list it will bee seen that 110 firms and individuals in the 
South Town have personal holdings exceeding $10,000. Marshall Field 
& Co., are in the lead. Marshall Field’s real estate assessments are also the 


largest, reaching the aggregate of $S06.2uU0. 

The total assessed valuation placed on fifteen national banks is $3,448,300.- On 
realty, buildings, and grounds there are fifty descriptions running all the way from 
$100,000 to over three-quarters of a million dollars. 

Seven large estates, thirty-nine capitalized stock companies, and an even dozen 
incorporated corporations will contribute to the tax collections of the South Town.

New York, Aug. 5.—[Special.J—A special 
from Washington says the Madrid report 
that the United States will give Spain four 
months to end the Cuban revolution be- 
fore protecting the insurgents was read with 
interest In the State department today, but 
in the absence of Secretary Sherman and 
Assistant Secretary Day neither Acting Sec- 
retary Adee nor Assistant Secretary Crid- 
ler would talk about it. Both professed 
ignorance of administration plans regard- 
ing Cuba, yet it was hinted that within six 
months action might be expected. 

The McKinley administration takes much 
the same view of the Cuban situation as did 
the Cleveland administration—that indif- 
ference to the revolution in Cuba cannot last 
forever. 

Minister Woodford is expected immediate- 
ly on arrival in Spain to broach the sub- 
ject of recognition of the Cuban insurgents. 
Minister Taylor has already intimated to the 
Madrid officials that the Cuban difficulties 
must be speedily settled to avoid what 
would amount to protection of the rebels. 

Recognition of the insurgents would be a 
gerious matter. It would end the diplomatic 
relations between Spain and this country, 
and probably would disturb the peace of the 
two nations. The impression prevails that 
the administration will attempt pacification 
of the Cuban troubles, but through diplo- 
matic rather than military means.

Money Scarce, Troops in Thessaly

Constantinople, Aug. 5.—The Turkish gov- 
ernment officials are now manifesting a de- 
sire to expedite the settlement of the peace 
negotiations owing to the straitened state 
of the finances, rendering it impossible under 
the present circumstances to contract a new 
loan because of the unhealthy condition of 
the trocps in Thessaly, where many of the 
soldiers are dying, and for political reasons.

St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 5.—[Special.}]—Jo- 
seph Blabon, general purchasing agent of 
the Great Northern, has returned from 
Japan and China, whither he journeyed in 
behalf of the railroad andjits Oriental steam- 
ship connections. 

When asked as to the war sentiment in 
Japan, Mr. Blabon said the more intelligent 
Japanese were not crying for war, but on 
the contrary were very peacefully inclined. 
If there had been any war talk and excite- 
ment it had been aroused among the more 
ignorant people. Mr. Blabon had not heard, 
he said, of the attacks upon United States 
men-of-war’s men at Kobe. He felt sure, 
however, that the attacks upon the sailors 
were not incited because the men were 
Americans.

Mr. Blabon has a profound respect for the 
better class of Japanese, and says the strides 
being made in commerce and manufacturing 
are wonderful.

Literal Starvation in the Homes of the 
Miners. 
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Pa., Aug. 5.— [Special. I—Fol- 
W eulonal A. J. Logan's visit to Turtle 
Creek yesterday and the day before, Colonel 
A. E. McCandlass, Surgeon General of the 
Pennsylvania Nationa! Guard, spent today 
looking over. the country in the vicinity of 
the three mines of the New Tork and Cleve- 
land Gas Coal company. It is reported that 
Colonel W. E. Elliott of Philadelphia also 
visited the ground and made a map of that 
section. ; 

Colonel Elliott is Division Inspector cf the 
guard and an old army officer. Before the 
troops were sent to Homestead in 18% he 
made a quiet trip there and drew a similar 
map. When the troops arrived at Home- 
stead Major General George Snowden knew 
just where to assign euch brigade and regi- 
ment without loss of time and to the best 
advantage. Colonel Logan’s business is to 
look after the matter of getting supplies to 
the troops, and he made himself familiar 
‘with the roads in the vicinity of the mines, 
where troops, if ordered out, will be located. 

Despite the denials there is a well- 
founded impression that the troops will be | 
“put into the field. : 

The officials of the New York and Cleve- 
jJand Gas Coal company are still pursuing 
the campers at Plum Creek. Last night the 
Strikers were again forced to vacate the 
ground they occupied. 8. T. Kuhn, from 
whom they had leased the ground, said he 
could not let the men use the ground, as 
‘the owner objected. 


Night March in the Rain. 

Seeing that the mine-owners were doing 

“their utmost to prevent them from securing 
camp the strikers became more anxious 
ito locate in the vicinity. All along the road 
they applied for a place for a camp, but 
none could be secured. For hours they 
tramped through the rain, their clothes 
soaking wet, and walking in mud over their 
shoe tops. At4o’clock this morning Wozen- 
ekie Brothers, who lease a picnic ground at 
Unity, said the strikers could camp there. 
The last stand of the strikers at Plum Creek 
“was then christened Camp Isolation. 

When Superintendent Samuel S. De Armit 
‘heard of an intended march past the miners’ 
homes he marshaled twenty deputies on the 
Murraysville road in wagons and buggies. 
‘Uriah McDermott, who was in command of 
‘the marchers, was about to lead his men 

up the road when De Armit claimed the road 
‘belonged to the coal company. McDermott 
‘then marched his men up the Saltsburg pike 
and was told that the Murraysville road was 
public. The strikers were wheeled about, 
and when the road was reached De Armit 
and the deputies in the wagons lined them- 
Belves across the way. 

We have discovered that this is not a pri- 
vate road and purpose to march on it if we 


mined faces, pushed through the deputies 
and De Armit, who made no resistance. 
Had a blow been struck by either party a 
riot would have resulted. , 


Families Literally Starving. 

The miners’ officials have issued this state- 
ment: There are hundreds of families 
who have not had enofigh to eat for several 
days, but would not make it known. Yester- 
day a move was made to place the situation 
before the public, when it became an abso- 
lute necessity to act. The miners held a 
meeting for the purpose of providing food 
for the sufferers. It was unanimously de- 
cided that a commission be appointed, anda 
souphouse be started for the benefit of the 
miners in Monongahela City. A number of 
families are in actual want, have no work, 
and cannot procure any until the strike is 
Over.“ 

Despite the fact that the miners in the 
Monongahela Valley are starving they drove 
an agent of a West Virginia coal company 
ut of the region when he offered them jobs. 

Bartholomew Moraski, an Italian, aged 35, 
and unmarried, committed suicide by hang- 
ing himself at Imperial, a mining settlement 
twenty-two miles from Pittsburg, on the 
Montour branch of the Pittsburg and Lake 
Erie railroad, yesterday. He is sapposed to 
have been slightly demented over the strike. 
He wanted to go to work, but other miners 
would not allow him. 

The report that several strikers were 
killed by lightning in the camp at Sandy 
Creek is untrue. Lightning hit a tree some 
distance from the camp. John Coffie was 
shocked, but not seriously. Several others 


were stunned. There was terror in the camp 


for a time. It is reported that President 
W. P. De Armit has made arrangements to 
bring 300 colored men to the mines from Vir- 


ginia.

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Largest Meeting ot the Kind Ever 
Known in Illinois — Preliminary 
Weork—Owners of Local Mines Re- 
quested to Cease Loading Coal for

Springfield, III. Aug. 5.—[Special.]—The 
State convention of coal miners at the State 
House today proved to be the largest dele- 
2 meeting of miners ever held in IIIi- 

One hundred and twenty delegates were 
seated when the Committee on Credentials 
submitted its report this morning. In ad- 
dition, a number of representatives of the 
Brotherhood of Coal Hoisting Engineers 
were admitted to seats by the unanimous 
vote of the delegates, because the brother- 
hood men have joined the miners in suspend- 
ing work. 

An organization was effected and the nec- 
essary committees appointed. A resolution 
was adopted asking owners of local mines 
to cease loading coal for railroad companies. 
This is aimed at the small mines scattered 
through the State, which supply a wagon 
trade and whose customers have been 
hauling coal to railroad cars. These have 
been doing a land office business, as their 
men have not been asked to quit work.

President Carson’s Earnest Words. 

State President J. M. Carson called the 
meeting to order at 10 o’clock and made a 
short address. He said it was gratifying to 
see so large a gathering in response to the 
call for the State convention. Although the 
miners were poorly organized, it showed 
that there was an unanimity of feeling 
which was a certain indication of success. 
Mr. Carson said the eyes of the world were 
upon the miners of Illinois. Their conven- 
tion would be the most important gathering 
of miners since the suspension was de- 
clared. He felt that the great body of Illi- 
nois miners, who had long been demoralized 
and disheartened by the conditions which 
surrounded them, were alive to the necessity 
for the success of the general suspension.

Condemn Judges and Operators. 

Some of the resolutions introduced de- 
nounced Judges of courts who had issued 
injunctions and condemned operators who 
had resorted to this means of defeating the 
miners. A few touched on political matters 
and others had in them utterances which 
might be considered incendiary. All these 
will be quietly smothered by the Resolutions 
committee and the officers will endeavor to 
keep down everything foreign to the present 
struggle. 

The Secretary was instructed to draft res- 
olutions requesting the miners of Iowa, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Kentucky, Colorado, and 
Wyoming to join the general suspension, 
and he was also directed to prepare an ex- 
pression in denunciation of Judge Jackson 
and other jurists who “ had abused the dis- 
cretion given to the courts in issuing injunc- 
tions to restrain free speech and lawful as- 
semblage.”’

SHORTAGE OF FUEL HURTS BUSINESS. 


Northern Manufacturers Are Con- 
fronted with a Serious Problem 
Owing to the Strike. 


Cleveland, O., Aug. 5.—[Special.]—The 
dangers of a coal famine are beginning to be 
felt here. Advices are to the effect that the 
ccal supply from West Virginia and Pennsyi- 
vania is likely to be cut off entirely. 

Resumption of work by several large man- 
ufactories here will rapidly exhaust the de- 
creasing supply. The Cleveland Rolling Mill 
company; which is in operation, and the 
Union rolling mill, which resumes next week, 
will alone use 600 tons a day.

| CARL CARLSON ENDS HIS OWN LIFE. 


Chicago Murderer Swatiows a Dose of 
Carbolic Acid and Dies at the 
Joliet Penitentiary.

Joliet, III., Aug. 5.—[Special.)—Car! Carl- 
son of Chicago committed suicide by swal- 
lowing carbolic acid at the penitentiary on 
Thursday morning. About a year ago he 
killed his sweetheart, Laura Belle Thornton, 
in Chicago. As a life prisoner he was sent 
down from Chicago last April, and has since 
been employed as a nurse in the prison hos- 
pital, and it was an easy matter for him to 
secure the poison with which to end his life. 

He was so far gone when found that the 
efforts of the physician were of no use. He 
had been a model convict, although a de- 
spondent one. 

Carlson's life story is one of extreme sad- 
ness. Born of wealthy and aristocratic 
parents in Stockholm, Sweden, twenty-four 
years ago, he was finely educated and moved 
in the best society. He studied under the 
most competent teachers in Sweden, and 
completed a course at the University of 
Copenhagen. He had some disagreement 
with his parents and worked his way to this 
country, where he led @ most exemplary life. 

With the guards and the patients who 
came under his care Carlson was a great fa- 
vorite, and the death of few other convicts 
would have created such a sensation.

TESLA’S WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 
Nikola Tesla now announces positively 


that messages by means of the earth's elec- | 


trical currents can be sent simultaneously 
without wire to as many points on the 
earth’s surface as may be desired. When 
he declared some weeks ago that he had 
discovered the availability of this electrical 
force the suggestion was met with derision 
by other electrical experts. Tesla did not 
let himself be drawn into any controversy, 
however, but kept steadily at work on his 


experiments, with the result, as he asserts, 


thut he has demonstrated the practicability 
of. his idea, Tesla's achievements in the 
electrical field have been so many and im- 
portant that when he announces a discov- 
ery, however visionary it may appear to the 
inexpert .observer, it must command re- 


In this case he has not as yet given the 
public any extended details of the discovery, 
but he promises at an early date to make 
known all the facts that his experiments 
have established. It is known in a general 
way that Tesla bases his project on the as- 
sumption that the earth’s electricity is 
practically a unit of force, and any dis- 
turbance of the current at any point on the 
earth must be felt at every other point on 
the earth. Following along this reasouing 
he believed that if the disturbance of the 
current at any point was sufficiently great 
its effects could be transferred to instru- 
ments at any other point, thus producing 
by the aid of a system of signals and sym-

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CRAMP IS 10 MAKE ARMOR PLATE. 


Only a Small Amount, However, to Eu- 
able Work to Preceed on 
Warships. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—Charles Cramp 
of the shipbuilding firm of Cramp & Sons 
was at the Navy department today in con- 
ference with Secretary Roosevelt and 
Captain O’Neill, Chief of the Ordnance 
bureau, to learn the intention of the depart- 
ment in the matter of procuring armor for 
the battleships now building. The reports 
to the replies of Secretary Long’s invita- 
tions to submit proposals for supplying such 
armor as they need for the ships they are 
building has been delayed by the absence 
from the United States of Charles Cramp. 
He has now made answer and, as was ex- 
pected, declines to undertake the task. He 
was not averse, however, to undertaking 
to supply the small quantity of diagonal 
armor, amounting to about 80 tons for each 
Ship, at the maximum price allowed by Con- 
gress—$300 per ton—his offer to do this be- 
ing based a desire to prevent a possible 
stoppage of work on the ships owing to the 
lack of thig particular armor, which must 
be worked into the hull structure. 

Meanwhile the acting Secretary is pro- 
ceeding to carry out the direction of Con- 
gress on the lines laid down by Secretary 
Long, and has completed the personnel of 
the special board, which is to make an in- 
vestigation of the cost of establishing a 
government armor plant. As announced to- 
day the board will consist of Commodore 
Howell, commandant of the League Island 
navy yard; Captain McCormick, commandant 
of the Norfolk navy yard; Chief Engineer 
Perry, from the Monterey; Civil Engineer 
Menocal, from the New York navy yard; 
Lieutenant F. F. Fletcher, from the torpedo 
station, with Lieutenant W. I. Chambers 
from the Minneapolis as Recorder. 

This board will meet on Monday next in 
the Ordnance bureau here for organization 
and to outline the plan of work. It is not 
yet even to be conjectured how long the in- 
quiry will last, but from the magnitude of 
the task and the probability that difficulty 
will be encounteréd in securing the informa- 
tion as to the cost of plants and cost of pro- 
duction of armor the end cannot be reached 
very much earlier than the assembling of 
the next session of Congress, to which the 
results must be reported. 


GROWTH OF THE NATIONAL BANKS. 


Capital, Loans, dnd Deposits Reached 
Their Highest Points in the

Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—The abstract 
of reports of condition of national banks on 
May 14 is accompanied by a diagram pre- 
pared jointly by the Controller of Cur- 
rency and the Chief of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics. The diagram displays graphically the 
growth and changes in the principal items of 
resources of national banks from 1864 to 1806 
inclusive. In October, 1864, the capital of 
the 508 banks amounted to $86,800,000. The 
increase thereafter was gradual until 1892, 
when the highest point was reached—name 
ly: $686,600,000. In 2 fall of 1896 the

069,400,000, In the fall of 1896 there was a 
decline to 81,893,300, 000. | 
The deposits have fluctuated to about the 
Same extent as loans and discounts; the 
maximum being reached in 1892, when they 
amounted to $1,779,300,000. In the following 
year deposits declined to $1,465,400,000 and 
reacted the following year to $1,742,100,000. 
The circulation outstanding in 1866 reached 
$200,000,000 and the highest point was 
reached in 1873, the amount being $341,000,- 
000. The minimum amount outstanding is 
shown to have been $122,900,000 in October, 
18900. At the close of the report of year 
1806 the amount had arisen to $209,900,000. 
The average per capita of banking funds 
of all national banks in the United States 
in 1896 is shown to be $87.14, varying from 
a minimum of $2.72 in Arkansas to a maxi- 
mum of $120.59 in Massachusetts. 


Indiana Sails for Halifax. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—The big battle- 
ship Indiana sailed away from Newport 
today for Halifax, where she will be docked, 
cleaned, and painted. She is the first of the 
battleships that has been sent from the 
United States to a foreign dock for lack of 
docking facilities at home, but it is probable 
that she must be followed by her sister ship 
Massachusetts and the Iowa, as it is not 
expected now that the New York dock will 
be repaired in less than a year’s time, and 
there is no other dock on the Atlantic coast 
capable of receiving them. 


LUCKY BALDWIN'S UNLUCKY DEBTS, 


Californta’s Former Mining King Now 
Deeply Piunged in Debt to the 
Hibernia Bank. 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 4—[From the 
New Tork Sun. — Lucky Baldwin, who 
left for the East on last Saturday, sprang 
a surprise on the business community today 
when his agent filed a mortgage to the Hiber- 
nia Bank for $750,000, which covers all of 
Baldwin's property here and in Los Angeles, 
as well as the income fromit. This heavy 
mortgage, added to others which the Hi- 
berniaBank holds, makes him indebted to the 
bank in the sum of $2,420,000. On this he 
pays 6% per cent yearly. 

These mortgages leave no part of his large 
estate under his own control. Baldwin’s 
agent says these mortgages do not represent 
more than one-quarter of the value of his 
properties. The Baldwin Hotel in this city 
would sell for $2,000,000, and his Santa Anita 
ranch is assessed at $1,750,000. Still the fact 
remains that at a forced sale none of this 
property would bring much over half its 
value, and most of it returns no revenue in 
proportion to its cost. 

The Baldwin Hotel rents for $50,000, but 


much of this is spent in repairs. The Santa. 


Anita ranch has never paid as it ought to be- 
cause of the costly system of working. It 
includes the finest orange grove in southern 
California, but as water is piped to every 
tree it is estimated that every orange grown 
in it costs several cents.

Some of Mr. Midgley’s Remarks. «4 
In his communication Chairman Midgley 


says: 

„The outcome is deplorable and furnishes 
a striking commentary upon the plight In 
which the Western railroads find them- 
selves. While the former orgamzation was 
effective no road was at liberty to establish 
rates independently of its competitor, but 
when the changed relations ensued and one 
road undertook to reduce the rates from 
Wisconsin Valley stations with a view of 
obtaining a better relative adjustment, its 
purpose was thwarted by corresponding re- 
ductions from points further north in Wis- 
consin and from Minneapolis to the same 
Illinois stations, so that the only difference 
between the present situation and former 
conditions is that the various lumber car- 
riers are transporting that commodity from 
Wisconsin and Minneapolis to Illinois sta- 
tions an average of two cents a hundred 
pounds cheaper than they have been doing 
heretofcre. 

Suggestion of Arbitration. 

In observing the above result the com- 
pany making the initial move proposed to 
effect again the relative change it desired 
by another reduction, and to continue this 
effort until Httle or nothing should be left.

MORE TROUBLE WITH d. A. R. RATES. 


Indications of a Fight That Will Force 
Tarifi Belew One-Fare 
Round Trip. 


Rates for the Grand Army encampment 
at Buffalo on Aug. 23 to 28 are seriously dis- 
turbed. Indications point to a fight that will 
force rates below the one fare round trip orig- 
inally agreed upon.

The Milwaukee and St. Paul has promised 
not to cut regular fares, but simply make the 
same rates on its sleepers as are mado by 
the Northwestern on tourist sleepers. 

Chairman Caldwell yesterday made official 
announcement of arrangements in ticketing 
business from Western territory. Tickets 
may be sold from points east of the eastern 
State lines of Colorado and Wyoming on 
Aug. 21 and 22 only; from Colorado and Wyo- 
ming points, Aug. 19 and 20; and from Utah 
points Aug. 18 and 19. Tickets will be good 
for continuous passage only in each direc- 


tion.

‘AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


FIVE VOLUMES TO BE READ RY ALL 
CHAUTAUQUA CIRCLES, 


Rome and Germany Are the Leading 
Subjects for the Year, with Diver- 
sions in the Shape of Medieval Art 
and Histery, and an Up-to-Date 
Treatise og American Social Move- 
ments—Some of the Books Couched 
in Too Learned Language, 


Members of the Chautauqua circles all 
over the country will be interested in know- 
ing something about the contents of the 
five new books that are to constitute their 
regular course of reading during the coming 
year. From the press of Flood & Vincent at 
Meadville, Pa., these substantial vol- 
umes come, bound in red buckram 
and bristling with erudition. Last 
year France and Greece monopolized the 
course, with a diversion in astronomy. This 
year Rome and Germany are the leading 
subjects, with a volume on medieval Europe. 
one on medieval art, and another on modern 
sociology, the science which Editor Dana 
says is no science. 

Before considering the books individually 
there is a general criticism that ought to be 
made. It is the rather serious criticism that 
the books of the Chautauqua course have 
in this and recent years become too erudite 
for the purpose intended. It is nothing 
against them that they are written by col- 
lege professors, but in many cases the lan- 
guage is so extremely scholastic that it re- 
quires a complete assimilation of an un- 
abridged dictionary to permit of a full un- 
derstanding of the text. Nine-tenths of the 
hosts that read these books are women of 
fair average knowledge, but without a col- 
lege education, and without the time to read 
with a dictionary at their elbows. The re- 
sult is that much of the wisdom for which 
they are so eager escapes them, and the 
general charge of superficiality alleged 
against’ the Chautauquan brand of education 
is more or less justified. 

If the “ Council of Six,” especially when 
it orders a book written <cirectly for the 
Chautauqua course, would insist on the use 
of the simplest language that will convey 
the meaning, and would take less erudition 
for granted on the part of the student, it 
could vastly increase the sum of real knowl- 
edge, as opposed to parrot knowledge, im- 
bibed by its trusting patrons.

Of these five volumes the one most closely 
in touch with the life and thought of the 
present hour is The Social Spirit in Amer- 
ica,” by Professor C. R. Henderson of the 
University of Chicago. This book has been 
written especially for the Chautauqua 
classes. In it Professor Henderson treats 
all the chief evils and reforms that are agi- 

*tating society today. Taking as his central 
idea the fraternizing forces that are draw- 
ing together men and women into greater 
cities, into ever more numerous aszocia- 
tions, and into unions of every sort, he dis- 
cusses all the incident questions of morals, 
health, industrial reform, charity work, and 
the like. The treatise is naturally desultory, 
and it is necessarily full of hastily collected 
statements and statistics from various offi- 
cial and unofficial sources, but its style is 
spirited and pointed. It is safe to say that 
the majority of the women who read the 
course this year will find more genuine living 
interest in this volume than in any of the 
— more formal and learned books on the

Probably the book of the five that shows 
the most brilliant literary style is Sidney 
Whitman’s Imperial Germany.” Mr. 
Whitman is a talented Englishman who has 
written several volumes on German and 
Austrian history. The present critical study 

the German Empire 
of today was written eight years ago, but 
the author furnishes a s preface to 
this first American edition in which he men- 


pon 

copy which he read. A fine autograph por- 
trait of : is one of the numerous 
and valuable illustrations in the book. Mr 
Whitman gives great credit to the Prussian 
element in uniting the German States, and 
intimates if the sturdy but rather unpop- 
ular Prussians were eliminated the empire 
would again shortly fall to pieces. His 
‘summing up of the German life and institu- 
tions, his sketches of prominent figures in 
politics, science, and literature, and his 
analysis of German traits and of German 
home life, are all extremely interesting. 
There is a literary charm and finish about 
the work that is only too infrequent in the 
Chautauqua required readings.

Maurice Pellison has succeeded in making 
an unusually graphic picture of Roman 
Life in Pliny’s Time.” The work is well 
translated from the French by Maud Wil- 
kinson, and a comprehensive introduction 
is furnished by Professor Frank Justus Mil- 
ler of the University of Chicago, M. Pelli- 
son has infused the blood of real men and 
women into the Romans of Pliny’s time, and 
the home and business life portrayed is quite 
understandable from our view point. 

“A Short History of Medieval Europe,” by 
Oliver J. ‘Thatcher, Ph. D., is an abridge- 
ment of the larger work, “ Europe in the 
Middle Age,“ which was recently the sub- 
ject of favorable review in these columns. 
The style of the author is terse and clear, 
but the demand for condensation has killed 
the coloring and reduced the whole to a 
more or less monotonous narrative of des- 
iccated facts. Thus, while everything of 
note is mentioned between the years 350 
and 1500, the effect upon the reader is like 
that upon the eye when viewing a picket 
fence from a railway train. You see it ail 
and remember nothing but a blur. The 
fault is not that of the author, but that of 
the scheme which contemplates cramming 
the story of a millennium into a pint pot. 

As for W. H. Goodyear’s “ Roman and 
Medieval Art,“ this is not a new book, but 
it is one of the sort particularly affected 
by the Chautauqua management. It isa 
veritable Bible for the sort of women who 
like to get a smattering of artistic cant and 
then imagine they are artistic. It is a typ- 
ical example of the faults referred to be- 
fore—the cramming of too much in a single 
volume, and the use of highly technical 
language to be learned by rote and used as 
a social veneer by good ladies, who are thus 
fooled into thinking they think.

Navahee the Better Handled. 

Throughout the race between the Herres- 
hof boats it was a question of seconds and 
not minutes, and in the end the better skip- 
per won. The handling of Navahoe by Cap- 
tain Aubrey Crocker was masterly, while 
the grand old cup defender of 93 was twist- 
ed about in a manner that. almost brought 
tears to the eyes of the yachtsmen. First 
she would be pitched until her head sails 
fluttered in the wind, and again sent far 
off her course. In the second leg, which was 
a beat from Block Island to West Isiand, 
Navahoe was given a good rap full through- 
out, while Vigilant took a course that 
seemed like that of a dfunken gailor. The 
result of this erratic sailing was that. while 
acknowledged to be minutes faster than her 
rival on the wind, Vigilant lost nine seconds 
on this leg, and no luffing in the last six 
miles could make up for such mishandling. 

The course was the old one to Block Island, 
with a long leg to West Island, and a short 
reach to the finish, a distance of thirty- 
eight miles, and the boats made it in a lit- 
tle over four hours. Colonia took only ten 
minutes longer, and throughout stood up 
like a church, sailing grandly. 


Start of the Race. 

The first gun fired at 12:10 found both 
sloops unprepared, and when ten minutes 
after Vigilant slipped over the line, she 
just managed to get up her top sail, while 
her rival, a minute astern, was without 
sufficient spread. Navahoe quickly got her 
working top sail sheeted home, followed by 
her spinnaker. Tue run to Block Island was 
nearly dead before the wind, and in order 
to get a better position Vigilant crossed 
Navahoe’s bow and set her spinnaker. In 
the meantime the tug Edward Luckenbach 
had dropped the raft with its red flag about 
six miles north of Block Island. Both boats 
came down for the mark with booms to 
port and spinnakers to starboard. All the 
way down Navahoe kept pulling down Vigi- 
lant’s lead, and both boats a mile from the 
first mark appeared nearly even, although 
running wide apart. It was discovered that 
the mark had capsized, so that à new raft 
was set a quarter of a mile to the eastward. 
This favored Navahoe, and taking in her 
spinnaker and jibbing, she rounded it at 
1:07:00. Vigilant, while undoubtedly ahead 
just before this, was thirty seconds behind 
at the mark. Rounding it she started after 
Navahoe. 


Blunder of Vigtiant’s Skipper. 


Instead of keeping a good rap full Vigt- 
lant’s skipper immediately began to pinch 
her. But Captain Crocker gave Navahoe a 
good full and she romped along in fine style. 
As this leg was a long and short hitch 
Navahoe was kept on the port tack until 
3:16 when, with Vigilant to windward, but 
considerably astern, she tacked to star- 
board. Vigilant tacked at 3:21. The boats 
kept on for half an hour on this tack, when 
Vigilant again tacked to port. Then it was 
seen that the erratic steering had done its 
work, for she could not weather Navahoe. 
The latter then tacked on her rival's weather 
and both boats stood for the second mark. 

Just before rounding the big balloon jib 
was broken out and Navahoe romped away 
for home well within her time limit. Vigt- 
lant was thirty seconds behind, but did not 
hoist her balloon, setting her jib top sail 
instead. 

Then began one of the most exciting fin- 
ishes seen for many a day. With the 
lightship only six miles away Vigilant 
started to get by Navahoe and make up the 
five minutes necessary to win. She did the 
former, but fell short of the latter. Such a 
sight as the finish of those two boats has 
never been seen in these waters, for both 
carried a cloud of canvas. Strange to relate, 
not one of the dozen of the finest American 
steam yachts which were at the finish ut- 
tered a sound as the two boats rushed across 
the line. It was a grand race, without the 
enthusiasm: Vigilant ellowed Navahoe 3:20, 
Navahoe won by 1:01 actual and 4:21 cor-

The ‘Chicago Consulate of the League of 


American Wheelmen last night decided to 


defer all legal action in regard to the bicycle 
tax law indefinitely. The meeting was the 
warmest one that the consulate ever had 
in its history and after ninety minutes of the 
fiercest kind of discussion the motion to press 
to a finish a legal attack on the law in the 
name of the league was withdrawn. 

There were six members of the consulate 
present and a few league members who had 
come to enter their protests. Of the six 
members of the consulate one was Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Arthur, who is also 
Vice Consul of the league for the State of 
Illinois, and another was R. G. Fisher, who 
holds an office under the city ad- 
ministration and has been active in 
the counsels of those of the A. C. C. 
who have worked for the tax and its en- 
forcement. It was seen from the first that 
both these men were utterly opposed to any 


+ action which sought to undo the law. 


B. B. Ayers was also present. Helis the 
Secretary of the consulate, and is in favor 
ot a vigoroug policy for the advancement of 
L. A. W. interests in the city. He was the 
father of the motion to place the L. A. W. on 
record as seeking a thorough test of the law. 
E. M. Newman was also outspoken in his 
opposition to the tax, and W. F. Reed was 
inclined to go the same way. John Siman, 
the sixth member present, was silent most 
of the time, but he confessed that the Pizen 
Cycling club, to which he belongs, is op- 
posed to the tax and that he himself has no 
great love for it.
